lie is today, seated upon the pinnacle 
ol greatness to which many thousands 
of his fellow countrymen have vainly 
aspired and surfeited with honors a 
grateful nation was only too glad to 
bestow. 
Sir Henry Stanley has dropped out of 
public ken. to be sure, since he refused 
to stand for re-election to parliament, 
and those who have seen him say he 
has aged greatly in the last few years. 
But he will never drop out of the mem­ 
ory of man while the great continent 
which he was instrumental In exploring 
shall exist upon the map. As "Stanley 
Africanus" he will still fill a niche Iii 
the hall of fame and as an erstwhile 
American he will continue to be men­ 
tioned in the cyclopedias of biography. 
Stanley 
fought 
in the Confederate 
army, and later he enlisted in the Unit­ 
ed States navy and became an acting 
ensign on

Being an American newspaper corre­ 
spondent, he naturally beat all his ri­ 
vals by getting a report of Napier’s 
great victory to London ahead of the 
official dispatches, thereby causing the 
Englishmen to open their eyes In aston­ 
ishment. 
In 1869 lie went to Spain to 
report the Carlist war, and the next 
year was requested to go to Africa on a 
hunt for Dr. Livingstone, who had beep 
absent from England since 1865 and 
from whom the latest news received 
bore date May 13, 1869.

ut a terrible loss of life and of prestige 
to Its chief, 
Stanley was afterward, In 
18S7, presented with the freedom of the 
elty of Loudon and otherwise honored 
by British officials, but during the reac­ 
tion that followed the Emlri expedition 
he was reviled and hooted in the streets 
of the English capital. But he survived 
both adulation and reviling*. 
Stanley s 
popularity was not permanently lost, 
and In ISM he revived It by marrying 
Miss 
Dorothy Tennant, the eminent 
artist and society woman, Whose a m ­ 
bition was not wholly gratified until 
her husband had been elected to par­ 
liament. 
It was In 1895 that he became 
an M, P., and four years later that 
he was knighted, these tokens, both of 
popular and royal approval, being the 
seal of his final allegiance to Great 
Britain. 
With an English wife and a 
British 
title, 
there is no possibility 
whatever that Kir Henry Morton Stan­ 
ley will again renounce his country and 
return to America, though for years he 
seemed to glory In the name “Ameri­ 
can” and displayed our flag at times In 
Africa. 
It was as an American that he found 
his opportunity, as nu American that 
he entered Africa for the first, second 
and third times, sent by an American 
newspaper; as un American that he 
made his reputation, but now, beyond

Rumors have been persistent that Mr. Hill, the g n a t constructor of railroads 
and magnate of the Great Northern, had his schemes of reorganisation block­ 
ed b y Hie opposition of ’‘Silent” Smith, who owned large blocks of the stocks 
which were necessary to the success of the plan. 
For once, the gossips say, 
Jim Hill of the Great Northern met his mutch, end even hts famous ‘ black 
bulls,’’ with which lie is facetiously reputed to have won many a victory, 
could not help him out. 
However, the incident suggests a comparison of these two men, who are

every respect. 
Jim Hill 
is over 60 years old, Canadian 
born, a self made man who built up a vast railway system. 
He works 12

his vast fortune of $50,000,000 by Inheritance.

He tfakeH un interest in life nevertheless arid recently made 
ills social debut under the tutelage of u well known woman who "is in the 
swim."

RUSSIA’S REIGN OF TERROR. 
The Czar of Russia, although consid­ 
ered the most powerful 
monarch 
In 
Europe, has probably the m ost pre­ 
carious 
and 
miserable 
existence. 
W ithin the past week several attem pts 
have been made to shoot him and his 
more Important officials. 
A band of students who are evident­ 
ly in line with the nihilists, formed a 
plot to assassinate the Czar. One stud­ 
ent who w as drawn by lot to carry out 
the plot, notified his father, a general 
in the army, and that official notified 
the Otar. 
Thus the latter had an op­ 
portunity* to avoid the danger. W hen It 
w as supposed he had escaped from 
this danger, It w as next discovered 
that the nihilists had laid a mine un­ 
der his palace, which m ight be ex­ 
ploded at any time, blowing the build­ 
ings and occupants to atoms. 
The Czar’s palace end the various 
buildings in which he spends his time 
are constructed on the plan of safety 
vaults, and here he drags out a m iser­ 
able existence. H is life Is little petter 
than that of a convict in a Jail, al­ 
though his power Is feared by E ng­ 
land, Germany and Japan. 
He Is forcing China into a treaty by 
w hlch she w ill cede Manchuria anti Is 
a lw pushing the frontier of his empire 
southward into the Chinese empire by 
various devices. He wishes to secure 
a greater coast line which will 
give 
him an opportunity for naval opera­ 
tions, as the lack of such advantages 
has alw ays been a drawback to R us­ 
sia’s development a s a 
naval 
power. 
Japan, at the present time, seem s to 
be determined on war w ith Russia, 
and it would not be at all surprising 
if the insular empire would give R us­ 
sia all the fighting she needs. 


Of course It must be 
remembered 
that the Russian empire is so perfor­ 
ated with nihilists and 
other 
secret 
societies plotting against 
the 
over­ 
throw of the government, that In case 
of war the country would be thrown 
into a state of anarchy. All this is a 
direct result of the despotic policy of 
the Russian government, although the 
present emperor has adopted many re­ 
forms and has endeavored to promote 
the welfare of his people In every way 
possible apart from the gi anting them 
constitutional government.

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i I j T \ NOE an Englishm an always 
an E nglishm an” is a saying 
current in the ‘‘right little, 
tight 
little” 
island across 
the sea. 
It seemed a t one 
time possible th a t this a d ­ 
age m ight not prove true in 
a t least one instance, about 48 years 
ago, when the then unknown John 
Rowlands, born a t Denbigh, in Wales, 
set sail for New Orleans and there, 
meeting with a generous m erchant who 
befriended him, changed his nam e to 
Henry Stanley. 
He m ight have staid 
in E ngland till the crack of doom, and 
he 
never 
would 
have 
acquired 
the 
proud title he now bears and never 
would have been addressed as Sir H en­ 
ry Morton Stanley, G. C. B., or sir a n y ­ 
thing else, as to that m atter. But there 
he is today, seated upon the pinnacle 
of greatness to which m any thousands 
of his fellow countrym en have vainly 
aspired and surfeited with honors a 
grateful nation was only too glad to 
bestow. 
Sir H enry Stanley has dropped out of 
public ken, to be sure, since he refused 
to stand for re-election to parliament, 
and those who have seen him say he 
has aged greatly in the last few years. 
But h'* will never drop out of the m em ­ 
ory of m an while the great continent 
Which he was instrum ental in exploring 
shall exist upon the map. 
As ‘ Stanley 
A fricanus” he will still fill a niche in 
the hall of fame and as an erstwhile 
American he will continue to be m en­ 
tioned in the cyclopedias of biography. 
Stanley fought 
in the Confederate 
army, and later he enlisted In the U nit­ 
ed States navy and became an acting 
ensign on the ironclad Ticonderoga. 
H aving shown himself to be an all 
around man, he naturally fell into his 
predestined vocation of newspaper cor­ 
respondent and, cutting loose from the 
United States after the close of the 
war, went to Abj'ssinia with the B rit­ 
ish expedition against King Theodore. 
Being an American newspaper corre­ 
spondent, he naturally beat all his ri­ 
vals by getting a report of N apier’s 
great victory to London ahead of the 
official dispatches, thereby causing the 
Englishm en to open their eyes in asto n ­ 
ishment.

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KCE an Englishm an always 
an E nglishm an” is a saying 
current in the “right little, 
tight 
little” 
Island across 
the sea. 
It seemed at one 
time possible th a t this ad ­ 
age m ight not prove true in 
at least one instance, ab o u t 48 years 
ago, when the then unknow n John 
Rowlands, born a t Denbigh, in Wales, 
set sail for New Orleans and there, 
meeting with a generous m erchant who 
befriended him, changed his nam e to 
Henry Stanley. 
He m ight have staid 
in England till the crack of doom, and 
he 
never 
would 
have 
acquired 
the* 
proud title he now’ bears and never 
would have been addressed as Sir H en­ 
ry Morton Stanley, (I. C. B., or sir an y ­ 
thing else, as to th a t m atter. B ut there 
he is today, seated upon the pinnacle 
of greatness to which m any thousands 
of his fellow countrym en have vainly 
aspired and surfeited w ith honors a 
grateful nation was only too glad to 
bestow’. 
Sir H enry Stanley has dropped out of 
public ken, to pe sure, since he refused 
to stand for re-eleetton to parliament, 
and those who have seen him say he 
has aged greatly in the last few years. 
Rut he will never drop out of the mem­ 
ory of m an while the great continent 
which he was instrum ental in exploring 
shall exist upon the map. 
As “Stanley 
A fricnnus” he will still fill a niche in 
the hall of fame and as an erstwhile 
American he will continue to be men­ 
tioned in the cyclopedias of biography. 
Stanley 
fought 
in 
the Confederate 
army, and later he enlisted in the U nit­ 
ed States navy and became an acting 
ensign on 
the ironclad Ticonderoga. 
H aving shown himself to be an all 
around man, he n aturally fell into his 
predestined vocation of new spaper cor­ 
respondent and, cutting loose from the 
Unit<*d States after the close of the 
war, went to Abyssinia with the B rit­ 
ish expedition against K ing Theodore. 
Being an American new spaper corre­ 
s p o n d e n t , he naturally beat all his ri­ 
vals by getting a report of N apier’s 
great victory to London ahead o f the 
official dispatches, thereby causing the 
Englishm en to open their eyes in aston­ 
ishment. 
In 1869 he went to Spain to 
report the Carlist war, and the next 
year was requested to go to Africa on a 
hunt for Dr. Livingstone, who had been 
absent from England since 1865 and 
from whom the latest news received 
bore date May 13, 1869. 
Reaching Z an ­ 
zibar after many delays en route, S tan­ 
ley finally left the east coast In March, 
1871, and, after great hardship, finally 
came upon the pioneer discoverer at 
rjijt, Lake Tanganyika. 
This w’as in November, 1871, and after 
spending several m onths w ith Living­ 
stone, during which the two made an 
exam ination of the great lake, T an g an ­ 
yika, Stanley set out for the coast In 
February, 1872, arriving at Zanzibar in 
March and in England the following 
July. T hat the unique and successful ex­ 
plorer w as feted and honored, presented 
with a gold snuffbox by Queen Victoria 
and gold m edals galore by geograph­ 
ical societies, is now a m a tte r of com­ 
paratively ancient history, for all this 
occurred nearly 30 years ago. 
Stanley 
was then only 32 years old. having been 
born in 1840, the very year, by the way,

The portrait presented herewith Is that of a gentleman who has hitherto 
pretty successfully evaded the cam era fiend, and yet has acquired u promi­ 
nence alm ost peculiarly his own. 
It represents the features of Dr. D. K. P ear­ 
sons of Chicago, the em inent philanthropist who recently rounded out the list 
of his benefactions by sending a check for $50,060 to a struggling college, thus 
making his grand total more than $2,500,u00. 
U k e that great banker, George Peabody, Dr. Pearsons has chosen to see 
for himself some of the good his money m ay do during his lifetime and bus 
personally distributed the am ount already mentioned. He is retiring In dis­ 
position, and but for the praises of his beneficiaries might never have been 
exploited as a philanthropist. As he says himself: "I do not pose as a benevo­ 
lent man. 
I have no benevolence in m e—not a particle. 
But, after woiklng 
hard and practicing rigid economy for 70 years in order to lay up money, I 
said to myself: ‘W hat ain I going to do w ith this? 
I cannot carry It out of 
the world in my dead hands. Coffins were not made to carry money in. 
I’ve 
got to leave it.
